Twenty-five to thirty thousand Soviets, including 30 percent 
women and 20 percent juveniles, in June 198, Work was done 
in three shifts; an undetermined number of departments 
working two l2-ehour shifts.

Soviets supplied the following data on the monthly wages 
paid to the various cutegories of plant employees:. 


handy wen: 500 rubles 
Specialists: 800 to 1,000 rubles 
Foreman: 800 rubles 
Engineers 1,200 rubles. 


The workers were entitled to a four-week furlough per year. 
This, however, was seldom granted since the production 
quota for the plant would not have been filled if the fur= 
loughs were taken.
